HP: Neol, talk to us a little about the split, that is, between you a V Pauline and that 

whole thing. . . ,. „ - t 

Davies : There’s not a whole lot to say, really. We wanted to go in different directions, 

just wasn't really working. I had dealt with enough, to be honest. 

HP: Ohh, I'll leave that one alone, seeing as I've run across a raw nerve. 

Davies : No, no "raw nerve" really. Carry on. 

HP: What is the Selecter Instrumental? How did this come about? 

Davies: It's all about getting back to the roots of ska. The raw, striped-down ska soun is 
really what we were after, and as you'll see, what I think we achieved. I was really 
interested in the older stuff: Skatalites, Prince Buster, more along those lines That is 
were it always was for me, with the Selecter and all. We'll be doing some old tunes 
tonight like "Liquidator" and the like. 

HP- America is seeing quite a ska revival at the moment, and as a result, there 
seems to be an interest in your music as well as fellow Coventry old-timers the 
Specials, who did a huge state-side tour just this last year. Any insight. 

Davies- Well, I suppose for some it's just nostalgic. But for all the younger peop e, we^, 

I guess it is simply because ska is pretty much universal. It was important then, and we re 

seeing that it's important now as well. . . 

HP: Two Tone always seemed to be about some fairly relevant social issues, 

namingly race relations, this is certainly still relevant. 

Davies : Of coarse it is, sadly enough. It was also about the energy of punk, and just 
having a laugh, too. We weren't just hung up on social or political issues, there was 

obviously a lot of fun involved. , . . 

HP: To linger on the "old days" for just a another moment if you don t mind... 

Davies: (chuckles) No, no...I guess I'm a bit used to it. 

HP: Well then, why ska? I mean, at a point in the music world, especially in 
England, where punk was still young and important, what made this group of young 
blokes choose an out-of-date so to speak style of Jamaican music? It just wouldn 
seem to make sense. 

















Davies: You must understand, although I was maybe more into Jamaican stuff at the 
time, a lot of the Two Tone bands were in more punk bands at the time, that is before 
playing in their respective ska bands. I'm not even sure, really. I was into Reggae and 
had been introduced to ska earlier in the Seventies. Ska had a lot more energy, and there 
was a good deal of that floating around, with punk and all. You'd have to understand the 
climate here in England at the time, Two-Tone was unity music, and that was important. 
HP: Well, thanks for talking to us. 

Davies : My pleasure, enjoy the show. 

Neol and I went on to have a pleasant chat about his new; projects and relations 
with Pauline! For those wondering if you should by the new SELECTER RARE VOL> 
1-3, Neol says "Its just a load of rubbish some blokes had sitting in their basement, there 
is a reason it was unreleased!" The show was great! My trip to England was more than 
memorable!

Images of Detroit? Industrial, working class, violent, and grim, all that and there's 
only one 01! band? You'd think this town of ours would be a breeding ground for 
striped-down, working class street punk. Well, regardless, Pist N' Broke are all the 01! 
we need. My mate out in Jersey is always going on about how many great 01! shows 
happen in his neck of the woods, with Oxblood, the Press, Blanks 77,Templars and 
dozens more. Do those bands have a saxophone player? Nope. Do those bands rock out ^ 
with a strong, OI!/street punk show, and then end with a ska song? Probably not Pist N 
Broke take 01! one step further, without denying one once of their roots. It would seem 
to me, too many American 01! outfits these days rely on tacky hardcore guitar work-out 
and near-metal solos. Pist N' Broke have all the grit of, say, the Last Resort, but at the 

same time they make keen, soulful use of saxophone. 

The lyrics maybe fairly traditional 01!: working classness, life as a skin, heritage 
(vocalist Scotti sings about his Irish background with great pride), women, and ofcoarse, 
having a pint with the boys, but the sound is far from. Scotti now has an lower-level 
apartment in downtown Detroit, but spent his early life in transit between New York City 
and the Motor City. But the rest of the band is scattered across both metro-Detroit and 
Ann Arbor. Although Pist N' Broke may notbe as big as, say, Templars or Oxblood, 
they get regular zine coverage and went over smashingly at festivals in Washington DC 
and Atlanta. They also did an impromptu set at the Business show in New York City, 
not all band members were present, so some of the Carry No Banner s staff filled in. 

Just this last year they released a 7", and the full length American Drinking 
Songs" should be expected later this year. The 7" is simply way to short. With sing-a- 
long favorites like "Ireland", "Pist N' Broke" (a ska tune), and one of my personal faves, 
"New Day", the recording is over in a hurry. Sax player Gabe and guitarist Ben used to 
play in a ska band, Etch-A-Sketch, both play in the Ann Arbor-based '77-ish punk band 
Nadsat Nation (a name many of you will remember from A Clockwork Orange) who are 






also great to see live. The "influences" cited by the band are both obvious and 
unexpected. The Clash is apparent, more notably in Ben's Rickenbacker work-outs, and 
so is Stiff Little Fingers. They are also big fans of Soul and Reggae, which may seem 
odd to the outsider, but to those who arc familiar with "their kind", it seems perfectly 
normal. 

Ok, here comes the question 01! bands have come to expect from fanzines... 
where do you guys, as skins stand politically? "Pist -N-Broke are a totally non-racist and 
non-political band" remarks Scotti. Then what do you think of Nazi's claiming to be 
"Skinheads"? "Follow a dead leader? No thanks! Hatred is for the ignorant, we have no 
time for that" Well stated! Pist-N-Broke take out the politics and but the fun back in to 
01 !

1 he following is an interview with the fat man himself, Buster Bloodvessel of Bad Manners. 

1 he interview was conducted by Harlo and NUT! of the "Calling All Rude Boys" video show at 
the Falcon Club in Hamtramck. Ml. 

Harlo: So have you guys stayed together since the early days or did you take a break? 

Buster: No we've never really taken a brake at all, we've always sort of just toured and recorded 
and been a band all the way through. We never thought for a minute when we started up that we 
would want to do it and just end. We decided to do it professionally and always had that sort of 
attitude of let's never give up. A lot of bands all over the world 1 find have like a distraction button 
inside them and argue everywhere they go and to much work that gets them down. Where as it's 
the other way around for us, the more work we have the more merrier we are. 

NUT!: How many original members are there? 

Buster: Tonight just me, back in England we have three original members. Guitarist Louis 
Alphonso and our harmonica player Winston Bezoomies. Unfortunately Winston has nervous 
break downs every now and again, but he still comes back and plays with us when he is able. 

Harlo: Rumor has it that you are starting BlueBeat records up again, is that true? 

Buster: 1 can't start BlueBeat records up again, but 1 might start another label up and this time I'm 
going to concentrate totally on ska. Last time 1 sort of delved off a bit and maybe 1 made my 
mistakes there 1 should have really stuck to what 1 really know best. 

NUT!: Do you guys have a new album coming out? 

Buster: Not on this tour. We've recorded a new album and are negotiating deals with people so it 
will come out and hopefully before Christmas. 

NUT!: How did you do with the last album when you tried to do the commercialized sound? 

Buster: It was OK it didn't work how we thought. What we wanted to do with that album was to 
branch more into radio and we thought if we sort of competed with there sound as well as 
contained a the Bad Manners sound that we might have a chance at radio. We thought we had 
come up with very commercial songs but they were not excepted in the commercial market, so we 
thought well the album, the one we just recorded, is more roots ska. 

NUT!: Did you have a member of Let's Go Bowling playing with you tonight? 

Buster: We did have a member of LGB. Our bass player couldn't come with us at last minute so 
we had to phone up David Weins. He played trombone on the last tour we did, so I thought that 
he was the most bad mannered person around. He's a nice guy, sort of a gentle giant. The kind of 
person that could smile at you while crushing you. 


NUT! and Harlo: Thanks Buster, we are all out of time. 
Buster: Thank you. it was my pleasure.

VARIOUS ARTISTS 
SKA: Third Wave 
Continuum Records 

With seven billion new "third wave" ska band popping up every other 
second we need something to soil out the obscure tiller and cut to the important stuff 
These bands, especially the Toasters, have been up and touring forever is seems. As a 
result these are the most eclectic and popular of the current crop of bands. 

Mephiskapheles contributes a decent song, although I wonder how long they can keep the 
gimmick up. Michigan's Mustard Plug do a surprisingly rockin number. Too Stupid. 
Everyone who knows me well knows its odd for me to like anything Mustard Plug does. 
Dance Hall Crashers rock my world as always, but it's the Insteps who by far dominate 
the first have of the record. They are a fairly young band (word has it they are still college 
students at Columbia) from New York and add a soulfully traditional feel to the album. 
The Scofflaws swim in suaveness with two different previously unrealeased tracks. The 
Toasters also appear twice, as do Washington DCs the Pietastcrs (possibly the greatest 
band in the universe). Hoosier heroes, MU330, play a truly raunchy number, and Philly's 
Ruder Than You surprise all with Swallow Blood, taken from there LP. This is to 
modem American ska what Dance Craze and Ska Bonanza have been to generations past:

VARIOUS ARTISTS 
01!/ SKAMPILATION 
Radical Records 

Ever since the Two-Tone era, punk and ska have had and incestuous relationship. 
Although this seems natural to us, it would seem odd, stylistically and musically, to the 
outsider. 01! and ska have also shared many fans (we can probably thank our shaven 
friends for this) and shared many shows. None, however great, can compare, to the 0I!/ska 
show at the Grand in New York. Other than one or maybe two tracks (but when have 
Faction Zero ever been good?) every' song is at least wonderful (Allstonians, Agent 99, 
the Press) if not flat out classic (Skavoovie and the Epitones. Scofflaws, Blanks 77). A 
lot of the bands have been around forever and are already considered, but what really 
excites me is seeing a lot of young, underexposed bands contributing great songs, like the 
Checkered Cabs from DC, or even Spring-Heeled Jack from Connecticut. I can't stand 
zine reviews that do nothing but rave about records, but with this disc, I can't do anything 
but.

Ted Buy's Stuff 

(An insider’s guide to the stufTTed bought) 

Welcome to my record review column, here is the place where I get to warn all of you who aren t 
prepared to spend fifty bucks a week keeping up on the current, or re-hashed, music being printed up these 
days. Anyway, I got my mail order in from Mutant Pop Records last week and in the package I found the 
Automatics "All the Kids Just Wanna Dance" 7" (nice pink vinyl) who were promised to be the Queers in 
a car crash with some band or another. They've got the same sappy chord progressions as the Queers (the 
B-side has a re-lyriced version of "Ursula Finally Has Tits") but they're missing the Joe King vocals that 
make the Queers THE QUEERS. I was really anxious to hear the Underhand "Desire" 7" also on MP, and 
I was not disappointed, a little harder edged pop-punk without the stupid vocals for all you who are on the 
Green Day bandwagon. Boris the Sprinkler with Rev. Norb at the helm come in strong with their own 7 
entitled "Drugs and Masturbation", it's really more of a novelty' record though with Norby verbally 
gesticulating for almost the entire A-side and the whole of the B-side consisting of two words, yeah and no. 
For those of you who are looking for more musically valid BTS record I recommend the "Male Model" 7" 
on Bulge Records. Last of my mailings from MP is Round 9. Round 9 sounds to me like Crimpshrine 
with a little ska influence. Also going for the punk/ska sound is a band called Less Than Jake who's 7" 
"Unglued" I picked up in Deltona, FL. This 7" doesn't live up to the hype created by MRR and the record 
companies they've done comps for. For punk/ska the way it was meant to be check out the Voodoo Glow 
Skulls new 7" on Dr. Strange Records. It's not quite as good as the "Dog Pile" 7" or "Who is This is?" LP, 
but definitely worth getting. Locally ska-wise there is no band better than the Parka Kings, who's "E. 
Warren" 7" came out a while ago, but I love it so much that I'm gonna tell you to buy it now anyway. 
Mustard Plug's "Beer Song" 7" was released while on tour and is a must have for all you under-stimluated 
people out there. 

Moving on to the garage/trash section of my record bin, I see that Jackie and the Cedrics have 
released another rippin' 7" with all those crazy guitars we love to hear, plus... vocals. Listening to guys 
with heavy Japanese accents screaming in English will never get old, which is why Teengenerate kinda 
disapoints me with their relative lack of accents. Holding up the girl band end of the Japanese trash 
invasion are the 5, 6, 7, 8’s who's "I Need a Man" 7" on Planet Pimp records shows that they are on the 
way to becoming a real kick ass band. Kyra Rubella of the Headcoatees has released two songs not 
written by Billy Childish on the "Love in a Void" 7". If your a Billy Childish addict such as myself, pick it 
up, it'll make you laugh if nothing else. The face to face/Horace Pinker 7" makes a surprise entry in this 
section, though its only because the record is trash, garbage, do not buy it, can I make it any clearer? The 
BRENTWOODS "Buri Buri USA" 7" is the best record I've listened to in a LONG time. I can’t say 
enough about this record, if you can find it BUY IT! 

The Swingin’ Utters are a hot name in the punk business lately, and it's not for no reason. The 
"Nothing to Rely On" 7" is excellent, a little like Rancid, but there's something that makes them so much 
better. Slightly less stellar is the "Streets of San Francisco" LP and split 7" with the UK Subs. Look for 
the Swingin' boys to release an EP soon, Greg (drummer) said it's their best stuff yet. Another San 
Francisco band, J Church, has two new releases. If you can find the selftitled double 7" on Damaged 
Goods I highly recommend you purchase it, however if you can't you'll have to settle for their "Ivy League 
College" EP on Broken Rekids, available everywhere. Continuing in the Bay Area vein, the Jawbreaker 
"Live at Gilman St." is a true gem. Thanks go out to Karl who dragged it all the way back from Berkeley 
for me. However if you live in Detroit it'll be pretty damn hard to get a copy. Yesterday I got a free 
Jawbreaker tape on Geffen at the warped tour, and let me tell you it SUCKS!!! It's like they took the soul 
out of the band, the guitars are all clean and the vocals (non-gravelly vocals mind you) NEVER crack or 
waver, it doesn't even sound like the same band. It really makes me sick so I’m offering a reward for the 
head of David Geffen on the "Unfun" LP, call and ask what the offering price is (it's about a week later and 
I've decided it still sucks but not as bad as I thought before, at any rate the offer still stands). Another 
record I picked up at the warped tour is Red 5. Red 5 rises far above the other bands named after food 
coloring, think punk rock version of Cub. The Riverdales, Screeching Weasel minus Jughead for all of 
you who've been dead for the past 6 months, have released 2 singles and an LP on Lookout Records. All 
of which are mandatory buys for anyone who wants to show their face in public. Mass Giorgini, who has 


done production work for such bands as the Queers, Screeching Weasel, Bollweevils. etc. has his own band 
also on Lookout Records called Squirtgun. The "Shenanigans” 7" is a bit disappointing, but the bands 
songs on the "Yakkedy Schmakkedy Blah Blah Blah" and "Teenage Kicks" (also featuring the 
Bollweevils, Vindictives, 88 Fingers Louie, Parasites, Rhythm Collision, more) comps are much better. 
Mass Giorgini did not however produce the Queers/Sinkhole split 7", "Love Ain't Punk". The Queers side 
is live, but falls a bit below the high standard the NH boys have set for themselves. Sinkhole makes the 
record worth buying. Also from NH are the Tunnel Rats featuring B-Face (of the Queers) on bass. The 
"Run for Your Life" 7" is available from the band. If you don’t have it yet, buy it. Also look for the Tunnel 
Rats to go on tour this spring . The last to appear in this paragraph are local band-lite Old Spice and their 
record on Regression Records is cool as hell so buy it. 

I was really exicted when I heard that Anthony Civ was getting back with his old mates to play 
hardcore again. However I heard CIV’s record on ATLANTIC RECORDS and the first thing 1 thought 
was, radio friendly Gorilla Biscuits. The songs are definitely more poppy arid the vocals are more sing- 
songy, and more vague. Civ seems to be trying to put across a positive message without offending 
ANYONE, why?, maybe because if someone is offended by what you say they won't buy your record, and 
the boys at Atlantic can't have that. Anyway, as I step down from my podium I realize that Falling 
Forward has two relatively new releases, one of which is an acoustic split 7" with the fabulous 
Metroschifter, who’s "For the Love of Basic Cable" 7" is definitely on my Top 10 of '95 list. The other 
Falling Forward 7" on Doghouse Records is not quite up to par with their "Hand Me Down" LP on Initial 
Records, but then, what is? Still Life has released a split LP with Jara, it comes highly recommended, but 
be warned it's not for those with out attention spans. The new Shelter 7" on Supersoul Records seems to 
me to mark the transition of a band from doing it for the love of music to focusing on winning converts for 
ISKON. Guv'ner doesn't belong with any of the other bands in this paragraph. Their like Sonic Youth 
without distortion, Polvoesque, there on Merge, who wouldathunkit? 

That wraps up my record reviews. Keep in mind l never wanted to be a critic, its just I got so 
many records and Brad needed someone to review so I volunteered. I would've rather wrote another story 
about monkeys in a zoo. Anyway if you have any questions about any of these records (further 
explanations, how you can get them, etc.) write to: Ted Kill/2224 Sudbury Way /Bloomfield Hills, MI 
48304, or call at 810-332-1198.

Ted Leave's Home 

(The Misadventures of a Teenage Teenager) 


Going to Sloppypaiooza '95 in lovely, and it was really lovely, downtown Indianapolis seemed to 
be a punker's paradise. The message on the internet, presumably by some schmuck who heard a rumour, 
said that Boris the Sprinkler, The Queers, The Riverdales, The MTX, 88 Fingers Louie. Sloppy Seconds 
and more were gonna be there. The day I got back from my week with a canoe on my back in Quetico 
Provincial Park (a 25 hour drive) Trevor, Shaine, and I set out for the hallowed halls of the Tyndall 
Armory (aka a big gym in downtown Indianapolis). After five short hours of driving we arrived in 
Indianapolis and a guy with an purple halfro in a Queers shirt told us how to get to the Armory, this MUST 
be the place. We walk inside, never showing the tickets we paid 15 bucks for and inside are a bunch ot 
kids with flannel shirts and its making me a little sick, especially cuz it's like 95 degrees outside and I m 
sweating in shorts and a t-shirt, ohh well, anything for fashion. There were a few punks in the crowd, but it 
seemed like this was Indianapolis's "alternative" event of the summer. The only thing going on when we 
entered was some bizarre pie eating contest, so we left and on our way out I see no one but Ben Weasel, 
who looks like a gas station attendant who needs a haircut. Ben asks for the passes for the Riverdales and 
the guy at the door doesn't know who they are, Indianapolis. 

Returning to the venue after having sat in all big cushy chairs for the generals at the war 
memorial, we saw the Mr. T Experience take the stage. MTX played as good a set as you could in a gym 
with most of the songs coming from the cd version of the "and the Women Who Love Them' ep. After 
the set I congratulate Dr. Frank on rocking the gym and ask him why the hell the tour didn't hit Detroit. He 
explains that they fired the girl who was booking the tour the day they were supposed to kick it off, so the 
whole first week was cancelled. He goes on to say that they should be coming back in the next couple of 
months, that was July 8th. Next up were the Riverdales, this was the reason I drove 5 hours to this gym in 
Indianapolis. Weasel and Vapid and Panic back together, well it was a little disappointing. Not to knock 
the guys though, I don’t know what I would've done if I was forced to play a gym half full with kids who d 
never heard of me. I really like the Riverdales sound, but it's not as high energy as Screeching Weasel and 
therefore doesn’t translate so well into a live show, which was why I just about pissed my pants when 
Jughead came out to play "Slogans" for the last song (I got it all on tape, gym echo and all). None of the 
other bands I went to see were in fact there so we left during the Damned (who are getting a little too old to 
play) set. It was about 11 at night and I still had 4 hours to drive back to Delphos, Ohio where we stayed at 
my grandparent's house and received the grand tour of the town, Uncle Tim's farm included, courtesy of 
my grandfather. 

I was in Daytona Beach on vacation this June when Mustard Plug played the Galaxie 500. I had 
heard so much about the Florida SKA scene that I had to go. I got my mother to drive me (because you 
have to be 21 to drive a rental car, and I probably would've crashed it anyway) out there and proceeded to 
mingle with the kids to find out what was up. Outside the club these girls started talking to us (my cousin, 
Jace and I) all I remember about them was that they were with this big guy with long hair named ... 
HARLEY!!!! After suppressing the laughs I went in the club and watched Skiff Dank. I guess they re the 
only local ska band or something, but they were nothing to write home about. Mustard Plug didn t go on 
until about 12 midnight but it was well worth the wait. There were about 4 other guys who knew the songs 
and Dave was really cool about getting kids on the stage. The other 30 people kinda stayed towards the 
back, maybe about 15 people dancing. It seemed the ska scene in Daytona was just fledgling, Voodoo 
Glow Skulls had played there about a week before I got there and Mephiskapheles was playing the next 
week. 

I saw face to face 4 times this year. It seems like they got better as the year progressed with the 
definite highlight of all the shows being the half cover of "Sweet Home Alabama", though I was depressed 
they didn't have the balls to play the whole thing. In DC I got to the show in time to see face to face say, 
"good night we're face to face" whereupon I ran up to the stage and told 'em that I just saw their show at 
the Shelter the week before. It was really funny because he must've thought that I was a deadhead or 
something, cuz then he said, "No way! We're gonna be going to Philadelphia on Tuesday.' I was only in 
DC for a conference, but the face to face/Bosstones show was worth the trip. It was by far the best 
Bosstones show I've ever been to. The stage diving was fast and furious, though I must admit most of the 


DC kids wouldn't do flips or any real diving, which depressed me. The stage at the W ust Radio Music Hall 
(an incredible venue) was at perfect height, about 4 feet. In between songs I went into the bathroom and 
steam was literally rising from me, and no it wasn’t fumes from the odor. Thanks to Shaine, Heather, and 
Louisa for putting up with my foul mouth and for getting Trevor and I to and from the show. And to all 
the Detroit Bosstone fans, Dickey VIOLENTLY refused a request to play "Detroit Rock City" in DC, what 
can l say, the man has some morals. 

A couple days ago Fifteen played at the 404 Willis and you can be bettin sure I was there. A 
local band called Blanket played first, and I hadn’t heard of them but they played really well with what 
seemed like alot of switches, not unlike Still Life. I was outside for Grumpy John’s set, but it sounded 
pretty good. Tricky Dick did not disappoint with their hard hitting fast paced punk attack. It was all about 
Fifteen for me though and I could hardly wait through Busybackson’s short but excellent set before Fifteen 
started to play. Jeff dedicated the set to being a PSA about going to college which was fine by me. The 
whole set was unbelievable but it was especially cool when Jeff switched in the Jawbreaker 'I want you 
instead of the regular way in "Separation". They also played an old Crimpshrine song, Inspiration and 
everyone learned alot I'm sure from Jeffs wise sayings, which extended the total playing time to over an 
hour. I can't wait for Fifteen to come back so everybody write them letters. 

If your reading this and you work for the Ritz in Roseville please stick your thumb up your ass 
courtesy of me. You see I'm only 17 and you had a ska show which was 18+, but thanks to my friend 
Tony I got in and what's more I didn't even pay so up yours. And just so that everyone knows Brett told 
me that the Parka Kings weren't notified about it being an 18+ until after they said they would play, the 
PK's aren't a rock star bar band. Aks Mamma (who are all minors and were forced to leave after their set) 
and some other band opened up. Aks Mamma I think tried to put on a rock show more than they cared 
about playing good music. They should take notes from the Parka Kings whose shortened set was by far 
the best. The Parka Kings in the past two years have become the number one ska band in Detroit for too 
many reasons than I care to print. Mustard Plug's set was ruined for me by some long haired guys in 
flannels who wanted to beat someone's ass. Well, it wasn't about to be mine. I didn't stick around for the 
Exceptions because they haven't been worth my time ever since the line up changes of early last summer. 

The Squirtgun show was eventful only in that I got into a bar (the Old Miami, if that counts) 
without being carded. Otherwise I saw some shitty local band and after talking to Squirgun s T-shirt girl 
(who was quite attractive I might add) and discovering that Squirtgun wouldn't go on until about 2 AM I 
went home. 

The Swingin’ Utters played at the warped tour and they were cool as hell. They didn’t play 
"Yesterday's Dog End" which disappointed me, but all the same it was great. The usual disease followed 
though, I think it should be a rule that you can't slam dance unless you have 20 or more people so you dont 
just run around throwing your fists like an asshole. CIV played their watered down hardcore pap and the 
kids went crazy. The funniest scene of the day occured when they played some song about not being a 
soundtrack for violence, and all the kids started beating the shit out of each other. Almost as funny as 
when you see guys wearing JUDGE and Minor Threat shirts smoking cigarettes and the like.
